"How will you have your cigars — 
stylish, eolory, or is it flavor that you 
want?" 

"Are there styles and fashions in

"To be sure," the to'mcco man re- 
pl ed. " Kashons and styles change in 
cigars even more than they do in ilr *8*. 
The judges of a ready good cigar ar») 
very few, inde d. The average smoker 
buys a c gar through his eyes. Now,

.show-case, "that sells for live cents. 
You will notice th t it is rich, dark, 
g ossy and handsome, it has no quali- 
ty, but a sm >ker is satislied with it be- 
cause it 'ooks well, and. stuck in his 
mo.ith, it serves th? purpose of a twenty - 
flve-oei.t cig ir. I reinemb.tr when it 
w s fash onable to sm <ke light-colored 
o g irs, Claro or Co orado, as they are 
known in the trad ', bnt now everybody 
wa- ts'da k, colory goods. This has led 
to the use of coloring extracts, and 
Havani tobacco extract i- now a staple 
a»*tie e of mercband.s.' in the tr .de. In 
-hap 'S the cigar n anu'aeturers are eon- 
trolled by mold-makers, who, in order 
to si m ilate t» eir business, are a< inex- 
orable in the r sea oil's changes :'S a e 
the mak ts of hatters' bloc ks. ( ,; gars 
are pivs e< 1 Into wooden in >ids be ore 
the wrapper is put on, and. accord ng 
to the mo d. the cigar is turned out to 
be thic ; or th n dnm y, po nted a', end 
or entirely round. Smokers, as J said 
before, a e attracted by a >p -aranee, 
ami some shapes become \er. poi ular 
and have a g vat r«in: others don't take 
at a 1. and then tin* m.).d m ik« r* yet ujj 
another ghane, As lor ipialiiv, it is 
s mplv a matter of taste. Nome men 
actual y refer the tasie of a n.cke' 
cigar, jnst as an rbhtn n will cling to 
h s elav pipe and ' Digger head.' But 
it is a eur'ons fact tint if a smo er once 
inhales th i flavor ol a line cigar lie lo-.es 
a.l ta>tc for a cheaper article 

"Yes: people are gradually becoming 
educated in the matter of taste, unq 
there would soon be nd mark t for 
nickel ciga s if the ranks of smokers 
were not eon-tantly recruited from boy 
cigarette smokers. Last year the con- 
sumption of cigarette* were 14,0-0,000 
less in this country than the year be- 
fore. This shows that recruits have 
been added to the ranks of cigar 
smokers. Perhaps you don't know that 
New York has become the largest man- 
ufact tiring center of the cigar itulus.ry 
in the world. For the seven months of 
this year ending July 30 there were 
441.236,000 cigars made in New York 
City. These, at $6 per thousand, yielded 
a very handsome revenue to the Govern- 
ment. 

"The cigar industry is controlled by 
foreigners, and all have made money. 
Cigar-makers come principally from 



a few are from Belgium, Uol and and 
England. German c ga.-makeis are 
com ng over now in large n m »ers. and 
ai • settling in >iew York at the rate ol 
2,000 a vear. They all iind emp'o\ nient 
at remunerative wa 'es. A good work- 
man gets $4.50 per 1,000 for making 
e g t:s. and he can turn out from $00 to 
7o0 cigars a day. 

" Tobacco is a peculiar plant. Every 
leaf differs. The more tender the lemf 
the finer the quality. No machinery has 
yet been perfected to supplant the skill- 
Mil manipulation of the human hand, al- 
though there have been numerous at- 
tempts to make cigars by machinery. 
The essential parts of a cigar are the 
filler and the binder, which is called a 
bunch, and I he wrapper. The wrapper 
is not the thirtieth part of a c gar, and 
yet it is the part which imparts flavor 
to the whole. A bad wrapper w ill spoil 
the filler and binder, whi'e a good 
wrapper put on a poor bunch will make 
a very good smoke. The introduct on 
of a new tobacco grown on the Island 
of Sumatra into this market has la;ely 
caused a great flutter in the trade. 
This tobacco is grown under the direc- 
tion of a wealthy Dutch syndicate at 
Amsterdam, which employs coolies 
to raise tobacco on their possessions in 
the.1 ast Indie*, the looucco has only 
been lo th I market two years, yet it is 
gain ng avor so rap d v that the im- 
portations of it have in iea*ed u the 
rat ■ of luO percent, a year. In 1^71 
the total to'.ac-o p oduct of ihe Isl- 
and of Sumatra w s only JMi 4ri:S 
pome's, l.a^t month 147, i .'4 pounds 
aionc we e brought to - v ew York.

The Inter-Ooean, p-iuted at Denver, 
Col. f contains a picture of Hon. William 
Breeden, Attorney General of New Mexico, 
and formerly of this city. The following 
sketch of his life appears in the same pa- 
per : 

Col. Preeden Is 41 yearn of age. Hp was born 
In Maysvilie, Mason county, of Kentucky 
born parents, but bin ancestors for several gen.- 
•rations before that weie Virginians. When 
Col. Breeden was 12 years old, bl3 father re- 
moved to Keokuk, Iowa, and three years later 
tbe boy was sent to school at Lexington. .Mo. 
Soon after, his father suffered reverses which 
threw the young man on his own resou roes, 
and on the breaking out of the Pike's Peak 
excitement, became to the Kooky Mountains 
in the search for gold. In the winter or 18ti0 
be returned east, and, on the breaking out of 
tbe war, be entered the army, serving the 
Union in the campaigns of Missouri, Tennes- 
see, Kentucky and tiius appearing as a Union 
soldier on the very ground which bad given 
him birth. 

After the war, Col, Breeden spent over a year 
in Washington, part of the time as a Journal- 
ist, and pari of the time iu practice in tbe de- 
part men ts. 

In December, 1866, he was appointed Assessor 
of Internal Revenue of New Mexico Territory, 
aud In February. 1867, hearrlved in Santa Fe 
to resume the Western career which bad*been 
cnt short by his enlistment In t tie army. He 
held the assessorshlp until 1K69. when be be- 
came Clerk of t he Sup-erne Court ando'the 
District Court of tbe First District of the Ter- 
ritory. In 1870, he was admitted to the bar, 
and In 1872, he resigned bis office to go into 
practice. 

In January, 1874, he was appointed Attorney 
General of the Territory, and was reppointed 
In 1876 and 1878. He resigned shortly after the 
third appointmeut, but was again appointed 
In January, 1882. He was twice elected mem- 
ber of the Senatorial Council— l«78 and 1878— 
and each time he serveo as chairman of the 
Judiciary Committee. 
Col Breeden's devotion to the Republican 
arty, and the confluence which is reposed in 
l i 111 by the Republicans of the Territory .caused 
him .u 1869 to be appointed Chairman of the 1 
Territorial Republican Committee, and he has 
held that position ever since, his triumph be- 1 
in- the last, when Tranqullina Luna, was elec- 
ted OVWT great opposition. Col. Breeden was a 
delegate to the National Repullcan Convention 
of 1872, 1876 and 1880. In the last two, he was a 
warm advocate of James U. Blaine. 

In his law business, Col. Breeden has gained 
a high reputation. His first partnership with 
Hon, Henry L. Waldo was formed in January 
1875. A year later, Mr. Waldo was appointed 
Chief Just ce, but in 1878. be resigned and the , 
firm. was again formed as Breeden & Waldo. j 
As a business man, Col. Breeden has also 
achieved success. He is Vice-President of the 
Second National Bank, at Santa Fe, Director 
of the Albuquerque Gas Company, the New 
Mexico Town Company and the New Mexico 
Publishing Company. His family consists of 
himself, his wife and four children. 

Few men can point to a prouder record than 
thls,-end t he success is the result of untiring 
energy. Col Breeden's career, in fact, forms 
part of the history of New Mexioo Territory.
